TO CITIZENS OF NEWMARKET 

Re the Union Activities In our 

Town 

It was our intention and hope 
that as a Police Commission we 
might remain neutral in the dis- 
agreement between the Dress- 
makers' Union and the little 
clothing factory which has estab- 
lished itself in our town. Our 
purpose was to confine our activ- 
ities entirely to the protection of 
properly and the privacy of our 
residents, to keeping our streets 
clear of loitering and preventing 
agitation becoming a nuisance in 
any of our homes. 

What you see on our streets 
accompanied by inflammatory 
literature is Quite unneedtd and 
unnecessary as any quarrel the 
Union may have with the present 
company it seems to us should 
be settled in a proper court and 
if their case will not stand court 
action they have resorted to 
methods outside of the law to 
accomplish their designs. It 
should be noted that they are 
very evasive in their purpose. If 
they wish to take the factory 
back td Toronto it seems incon- 
sistent that if a management has 
been so unfair to its employees 
as we draw from their pamphlets 
why should they be so desirous 
of having it again in (lie city. 
The logical conclusion is that 
they are determined to destroy 
tho investment of this little fac- 
tory and to compel it to suspend 
operations by methods which arc 
unlawful. 

The girls in the factory arc al- 
ready looking belter, are dressed 
better and have about them the 
cheerful air of employment and 
independence. The conditions 
under which they work are on a 
par with any modern factory. 
There is no lock and key except 
to prevent unwelcome agitators 
who might be willing to enter and 
embarrass them. Any disagree- 
ment that the council have with 
the employers we assure you will 
be taken up if and when the 
occasion arises in a law abiding 
and a law respecting manner. 
The town of Newmarket has 
come through a very serious fin-

Dr. J. R. Lockhart, town milk 
inspector, reports that all herds 
supplying milk to the Newmar- 
ket dairies are free from tuber- 
culosis and bang's disease and 
there is no milk from any dis- 
eased cattle coming into town. 

In his last rounds he found 
one cow suffering from mastitis 
and it was isolated from the herd. 

Several farmers are building 
new and improved milk houses, 
and are also improving their 
dairy barns. 

One shipper was discontinued 
because of unsatisfactory condi- 
tions about the farm premises 
but was allowed to continue 
when the objectionable features 
wore removed and his place 
brought up to the standard of the 
(own milk by-law. 

The Newmarket Dairy has 
added an extension to their 
smoke stack in order to try to 
get away from the smoke that 
has been noticed by the residents 
around the dairy.

An Era reporter visited a local 
doctor this week to ascertain the 
treatments used for hay fever 
and asthma, as these ailments are 
most prevalent in the fall of the 
year. 

"I am doing some work along 
this line now," the doctor ex- 
plained, as he showed the re- 
porter several small bottles of 
different pollens he had collected. 

"In the winter time the pollens 
of several different weeds should 
be injected under the skin of the 
patient to find which pollen 
causes a reaction," stated the 
doctor. 'Then in April the 
patient should start taking in- 
flations to combat the pollen 
that caused the reaction, and 
continue the inoculation until 
August, at which time he should 
be immune. The inoculations 
are supposed to create an immun- 
ity in the patient to the pollen 
he is suspectible lo, 

"These inoculations have to he 
taken each year by the patient 
but maybe after three or four 
years of treatment he will be 
able to miss a year," said the 
doctor. 

"In the fall of the year there 
Is more hay fever because the 
pollen from the two chief offend- 
ers, rag-weed and goldenrod, is 



blown through the air at the 
same time," the doctor continued. 
'The pollen causes an irritation 
to the nasal mucous membrane 
of the person who suffers each 
year from hay fever. 

"The only remedy that is hold- 
ing any hope is by giving these 
yearly inoculations. However, 
the treatment is not as good ns 
the prevention because if a per- 
son gets hay fever in the spring, 
he will likely have it all year." 

"Do many people suffer from 
hay fever?" asked Ihe reporter. 

"A great many people includ- 
ing small children and babies are 
affected by hny fever or asthma 
which are similar." 

"What is being done about 
these weeds that help to cause 
these ailments?" 

"There is a drive on now In 
the whole province to destroy all 
ragweed as it is the most preva- 
lent and as it is the most likely 
offender and couse of hay fever," 
answered the doctor. 

Chief Constable J. Sloss, weed 
inspector for Newmarket, told the 
reporter that he is trying to 
check up on all rag-weed ond 
golden rod wherever they are 
found In the town. So Newmar- 
ket sufferers of hay fever should 
be well protected.

In 
later years my dad thought it 
better that I should attend the 
Sunday-school of the church 
which I attended but I never 
could see it 

I loved the Methodist Sunday- 
school, and' today it stands out 
in my mind as a remarkable 
piece of work. Everyone seem- 
ed so happy, and perhaps one 
reason for that was the fine 
orchestra which was playing as 
we entered. I think L. G. Jack- 
son played the violin. The sing- 
ing was very hearty and appeal- 
ed to a child. Charles Smith, 
our neighbor in the north end, a 
member of the orchestra, played 
a horn. 

One of our chief pleasures was 
the library of fine and carefully 
selected books, in charge of 
Edgar Bogart, Johnny Hughes, 
and Jack Montgomery. They 
did a big business Sunday after- 
noons. 

Miss Belfry was my first 
teacher, in the primary class. 
She was the middle-aged sister 
of J. P. Belfry, the Sunday- 
school superintendent, and n very 
thorough teacher.

When we read of the opening of the new inter- 
national bridge through the St. Lawrence's 
Thousand Islands, it does not occur to us that 
anyone is injured by it.

The town will also advertise its 
natural beauty and its attractions, if the sugges- 
tions made are acted upon.

AH Puffed Up

arc of local interest, hut, generally speaking, this 
would be a sorry newspaper if it were not for 
the multitude of people who bring in, mail in or 
phone items about themselves and their friends. 
We invite you to sit down and count the number 
of "puffs" which appear in any issue of The Era, 
and, moreover, we warrant that 99 out of 100 of 
them arc well merited, and the other one 
will perhaps encourage the lost sheep to become 
more "puffablc." 



WEEKLY PRESS 

A lot of kind things are said about the weekly 
press by speakers at weekly newspaper conven- 
tions, by the daily press sometimes and by the 
weekly press itself most frequently. And we are 
not going to disagree with them either. One of 
these kind remarks is that the weekly news- 
paper is close to its readers, serves them well 
and expresses their point of view accurately. 
This is a result of the weekly's usually small 
organization. Its writers are also its business 
office staff and sometimes its composing-room 
staff, and not infrequently its readers. Now if 
the readers write their own newspaper, they are 
not going to have much difficulty in expressing 
their own point of view, are they? 

Another kind remark is that a weekly news- 
paper has a good deal of stability. The idea is 
partly that the weekly doesn't rush into print 
with its opinions, some articles having as much 
as six days to cool before they see the light of 
day. The idea is also partly that the weekly 
newspaper editor is usually also the owner of 
the business and has a stake in the community. 
He is an employer and he is selling advertising 
and printing to business men and to corporations. 
The result is that the weekly editor is usually 
quite conservative in his opinions. 

Weekly newspapers tend to be conservative 
for at least three reasons, first, because their 
editor-owners tend to be that way, second, be- 
cause their customers arc that way, and third, 
because they reflect the opinions of their readers 
closely and rural people generally, particularly 
farmers, tend to be conservative. We guess it 
is a good thing too, so that new ideas are not 
adopted too hurriedly. Liberalism and open- 
mindedness are also important qualities, and we 
believe that nowhere in Ontario, thanks to the 
influence of Pickering College, Joseph McCulley, 
Leonard Harman, and to intellectual and cult- 
ural gifts from pioneer forefathers, will more 
liberalism be found than in old North York. 






A RECONSTRUCTION ECHO 

An interesting experiment has been made at 
Bowmanville. Town councils usually have ideas 
about how weekly newspapers should be run. 
The council, by invitation, wrote the editorials 
for the Canadian Statesman for one week. One 
article revealed the members of the council to 
fee very much fed up with the economic set-up in' 
Canada, In quite strong language the council 
■.-■aid some radical things— much more radical 
things than the Salesman usually says. We quote 
a few paragraphs from one editorial: 

"Canada, where 15 families have control of 40 
per cent of the country's wealth and in reality 
control governments, industry, commerce and the 
other 11 million Canadians. 

"Canada, where for every $100 of national 
wealth produced, one person gets S8.0 per cent, 
22 people average $1.02 and 77 Canadians arc left 
to share $7; where 22 per cent of the people are 
'destitute at the age of 05 and where 82 per cent 
•of the people live at a bare subsistence level. 

"Canada, wjiere the backbone of the country, 
the farms, have fin average annual income of $700, 
produce raised and consumed on the farms in- 
cluded, with an estimated 70 per cent of farm 
help receiving no wages. 

Canada, where 11,000 people with incomes over 
$10,000 yearly (mainly unearned Income from 
investments) receive from our national wealth 
more than the combined incomes of 400,000 Can- 
adian workers, 

"Canada a country of contrasts— where the far- 
mers continue to produce half the annual wealth, 
•doing over half the work and arc rewarded with 
-one-seventh of the national income for their 
efforts — however one packing company reported 
'profits of over eight million on Canadian farm 
produce and another firm after exploiting Can- 
adian farmers sent II millions in profits to the 
-company's headquarters in U.S.A. 

"Canada, where the million dollar income is 
taxed 0.8 per cent and the working man's sugar 
Is taxed 20 per cent— where A per cent of the 
workers got less than $800 a year in wages and 
the wage expectancy of a youth of 21 in 193B is 
just half the wages available to the youth in 101 L 

"Canada, where a federal Investigation costing 
n half n million dollars (and worth ten times that 
much) produced the only official document ever 
tabled in the house of commons that effectively 
reveals and deals with the causes, results and 
remedies or 'poverty in the midst of plenty/ That 
the reforms based. on this report and providing 
fair prices to the farmer, fair wages to the worker 
and fair profits to business were opposed by over 
three-quarters of Canada's voters. 

"Canada, our country, where the leaders of the 
nation answer every suggestion for progressive 
action by asking 'where U the money coming 
from—where the present hope for reviving busi- 
ness lies in gigantic preparations for war— munl- 



NATIONAL GOVERNMENT 

Only through a united effort in the form of a 
strong national government, manned by Liberals 
and Conservatives, can there be any hope of pre- 
serving democracy in Canada, believes the Simcoe 
Reformer. The Reformer remarks that Canada 
marked her 71st birthday by bringing to a close 
"one of the longest and most futile sessions in 
the history of Canada's parliament." We see no 
threat to democracy, for we believe it was ever 
thus with democracy, but we do think that during 
the depression years our governments. Liberal 
and Conservative, have done a little less than 
usual. The Reformer says: "The foundations of 
our democratic form of government are being 
shaken by our utterly inefficient methods of 
transacting the country's business and promoting 
the country's welfare, and principally because 
the leaders of our political parties and their 
satellites are more deeply concerned about their 
success in attaining and retaining office and in 
rewarding their partisans in all parts of the 
dominion than they are in providing progressive 
and intelligent legislation for Canada's develop- 
ment." 

Lot Of Truth In It 

We may hero-worship Mr. Bennett and Mr. 
King as much as we please, but the cruel truth 
remains that they are more concerned about the 
welfare of their parties than the welfare of their 
country. The Reformer believes that Mr. Bennett 
might have achieved something in his last days 
in office if the Liberals had not fought iiis reform 
program. The Bennett government, says the 
Reformer, left office with economic conditions 
worse than when it took office (admitting that 
world conditions were difficult), and now the 
King government "has achieved the unenviable 
reputation of being the greatest stand-pat admin- 
istration in Canada's history."

PETS AND PESTS 



By DELPHINIUM 

A slight change in the arrange- 
ment of the letters and "pets" be- 
come a "pest." 

For example, our hens, who are 
great pets, take advantage of this 
to become pests. Hens nnd gar- 
dens do not do well together. 



Try to keep the hens out of j down for a drink They 



the garden, and not shut them 
up. and they'll find a way over 
or under. Early in the "season 
they would scratch up the plants 
or go around nipping pieces out 
of the young cabbage and cauli- 
flower plants. More recently, 
they have devotired the best ears 
of two lots of early corn. 

The early corn seems to be 
within their reach, or perhaps 



they like the exercise of jumping 
up at the formed ears. They tear 
down the husks in ragged 
shreds, eating out the kernels as 
they find them. The corn did 
net look quite ready to me, but 
the hens knew better, and I 
found the ears the hens tackled 
were well formed. So those hens 
became, instead of pets, pests. 

Then the garden has too much 
livestock in it. The air Is full of 
butterflies and birds. This sounds 
poetical, but the butterflies are 
the white or yellow ones that flv 
over the different varieties of 
the cabbage family and deposit 
their etfgs there. Possibly tho 
birds know about them and are 
after the eggs or young worms. 
I do not see them at them, but 
the beautiful butterflies are pests. 

"There's a caterpillar on your 
shoulder," said a neighbor, 
brushing it off. "t don"t mind 
a caterpillar, but I would a great 
green tomato worm, nnd a potato 
bug was resting contentedly on 
my dress this morning. There 
seems to tie pests for everything/* 

A few days ago while working 
in the garden, three pillars of 
cloud kept dancing over some of 
the plants; They were minute 
gnats or very small organisms. 
I clapped a lot dead between my 
hands, but they* were too small 
to examine, and yet they were 
having their little day, and doing 
no good, Ml warrant. 

Where do the great green 
tomato worms stay between sea- 
sons? I suppose they change into 

other forms. It would be a liugc 

butterfly if they go into that 

state. They certainly nre ugly. 

Even the familiar potato bug 
is a very great pest. Do you re- 
member when it was called the 
Colorado Potato Beetle? Had 
they a beginning in Colorado? 
They probably ruined the potato 
crops and perpetuated their kind, 
before mere man knew how to 
cope with this new pest; and so 
from Colorado they passed from 
state to state and into Canada. 

"The potatoes' need spraying! 
I must attend to them tomor- 
row." But do not wait till to- 
morrow if you can do something 
at them today for if the young 
bugs are on the potatoes." they 
are very voracious and will soon 
leave only stalks. 

On the shores of Georgian Bay 
I have seen potato buys being 
swished by the waves, and I won- 
dered whether the bugs have 
come from another shore or were

Trail Of Vegetables Leads To 
Seven-Day Imprisonment Term 



A sentence of seven days im- 
prisonment was imposed on 
Joseph Morton, Holland Landing, 
for driving his truck while in- 
toxicated. In addition he was 
fined $10 and costs of $29.75, or 
15 days, on a reckless driving 
charge. Morton was given sus- 
pended sentence for driving 
without an operator's license, 
while a charge of leaving the 
scene of the accident was with- 
drawn. The charges were heard 
by Magistrate W. F. Woodliffe 
in police court here on Tuesday. 
C. T. S. Evans was defence coun- 
sel. 

"I investigated an accident on 
the old Bradford road at Holland 
Landing near Yonge Street at 
3.30 on the morning of Aug. 12," 
testified County Constable . R. 
Watt. "I found a truck in the 
ditch bearing the name of Joe 
Morton on it. The truck was 
loaded with celery, potatoes, and 



carrots. * 

"I looked over the truck and 
thought that the damage was 
greater than could have happen- 
ed if the truck had just gone off 
the road. I found on the truck 
three circular dents at different 
places, and the front fender was 
broken off and had some white 
paint on it while the truck was 
painted red. 

"I crossed the railway track 
and found that some cables were 
lying on the ground,*' continued 
the constable. 'Then I noticed 
that five guard rail posts had 
been broken off completely and 
that a sixth was almost off. 
These posts had red paint marks 
on them. 

'The truck then travelled 150 J 
feet from the guard rail to ai 
fence which it went over, thenj 
another 150 feet to a second fence j 
which it also went over, then 
1,580 feet to old Yongc Street. I

followed the trail because of the 
potatoes and carrots strewn 
arnund. The truck came back on 
the road only to slide off it 750 
feet from where he came on to 
the old Bradford road.** 

At this point several pictures 
of the scene of the accident and 
the truck, taken by Constable 
Watty were put in as exhibits. A 
sketch of the scene also made by 
the constable was used by the 
magistrate to follow the evidence. 

"I went to the home of the ac- 
cused's father, and Joe was not 
there,** stated the constable- 
"Then I went over to his brother 
MelvhYs and found R. Stephen- 
son and G. Shields there. They 
told me that Morton was at 

Stephenson's asleep so I went 

there and found him asleep In a 

drunken stupor. I brought him 
to the hospital and then to the 
jail." 

"Is it not possible if the tire 
was flat it might throw the truck 
off the road?" questioned the 
defence counsel. 

"Yes," answered the constable. 

The analysis of a blood test 
taken by Dr. L." W. Dales was 
net necessary the magistrate 
stated as the constable said that 
Morton was in a drunken stupor. 

The truck, although bearing 
the name of Joe Morton, belong- 
ed to Melvin Morton, the court 
was told. The charge laid against 
Melvin, of failing to remain at 

the scene of the accident, was 
withdrawn. 

Bail was set at $3,000 for Ar- 
thur Smith, Beaverton, charged 
with causing bodily injury to 
Peter Taylor. The charge will 
be heard on Sept. 13. 

A further remand was granted 
to T. L. Scott, Toronto, who will | 
face two charges in court here! 
next week. Bail was renewed at 
at $200. 

After a preliminary hearing 
Bert Stade, Whitchurch town- 
ship, was committed for trial on 
a serious charge. 

A sentence of seven days im- 
prisonment for driving while in- 
toxicated was imposed on Frank- 
lin H. Barfeft. King township. 
Barfett was also fined $10 and 
CCSts of $27. or 15 days, on a 
reckless driving charge. Cliff- 
ord Case was defence counsel. 

"On the early morning of Aug. 
11. 1 investigated an accident on 
the old Bradford road near Hol- 
land Landing," stated Constable 
Watt. "When I arrived the 
occupants of the car had been 
taken to the hospital, These 
ware Herbert Hunt, Franklin 
Barfett, Mrs. Alonze Rose, and 
Kathleen Hose. 

"I found that the car had tra- 
velled in a direct line for 5fi feet 
before it struck the abutment of 
the bridge. The car was badly 
damaged after it struck the 
bridge. I saw the driver later in 
the hospital." 

"If the driver once got off the 
road on the slippery grass would 
he be able to get back again?" 
asked defence counsel. 

"I can't say," answered the 
constable. 

"I examined Barfett at the 
police office and at the hospital," 
testified Dr. L. W. Dales. "The 
man was stuporous and was 
roused with difficulty. I had a 
blood test taken in the presence! 
of the constables and this was 
sent to Professor Jocelyn Rogers 
for analysis. 

"The test showed that 2.5 per 
cent alcohol was present in the 
blood while the British Medical 
Society accept 1.5 as proof of 
drunkenness. This man was def- 
initely drunk. Hunt had a deep 
laceration en his scalp, and Miss 
Rose and her mother had facial 
injuries. Barfett had a broken 
right wrist." 

Defence counsel asked for the 
minimum sentence as this was a 
first offence and because the ac- 
cused had a broken wrist. 

A chnrge of driving while in- 
toxicated laid against Herbert 
Hunt was withdrawn as Barfett 
admitted he was the driver. 

Convicted on a charge of hav- 
ing illegal spirits, Howard Sey- 
more, Toronto, took the jail term 
of three months instead of pay- 
ing the fine of $100 and costs. 
The magistrate ordered that the 
liquor be confiscated. 

Constable F. Dunham, Aurora, 
Staled that he stopped n car going 
south in Aurora. There were 
four men in the car, and tht* 
driver, Howard Scymore, had his 
driver's and ownership license. 
In the back seat covered up by 
some blankets the constable 
found n jug, and as he thought 
it might contain swamp whiskey 
he called Constable Aubrey 
Floury and they turned the jug 
over to the R. C. M. P. 

Constable Nichol. R. C. M. P., 
stated that he had the liquor an- 
alyzed and that it was found to 
contain 69.8 per cent proof spirits 
and that there was approximate- 
ly one gallon in the jug. 

Scymore stated that he told the 
constables that the jug was his 
and where he was going. He 
also told them that he had stolen 
the liquor and was taking it to 
Toronto to prove he could get it, 
and from where l)c got the liquor. 

Crown Attorney N. L. Mathews 

read a lengthy court record of 

Scymore dating hack to 10 10, 

most of the offences being for 

theft on which he received sen- 
tences. 

The car was placed under seiz- 
ure when Scymore was arrested 
and Constable Nichol asked that 
it he confiscated under the ex- 
cise act. The constahtc stated 
that the finance company would 
likely seize it anyway as there 
was $00 owing on It, 

The magistrate registered a 
conviction against Thomas Hurst, 
North GwllUmbtiry township, for 
keeping liquor for aalo, but re- 
served Judgment for one week. 
Boil was renewed at $500, K, M, 



R. Stiver was defence counsel. 

"I visited Hurst's premises at 
the Jersey River at 9.50 D. S. T. 
on Aug, 11»" testified County 
Constable W. Martindale. "I 
went there in plain clothes and 
requested a ease of beer. The 
accused did not know me. He 
brought a case of beer out and 
put it in the .car. 

■ * 

"I £ave him two one dollar 
bills and a two dollar bill which 
had been previously marked by 
me, the accused accepted these 
and gave me 50 cents in change. 
There were 12 quarts of beer 
in the case. Then I signalled to 
Constables McCallum, Morton and 
Rye, who went in and searched 
the house. 






. "We found two full cases of 
beer in the house and then I saw 
Hurst pick up some bills and put 
them in his left hand. McCallum 
and I seized him and he dropped 
the bills which were the ones I 
had marked and tendered in pay- 
ment for the beer. We found 
eight more quarts of beer in the 
refrigerator. Hurst got out of 
bed to get me the liquor." 

"Did Roy Sedore take you to 
the premises and get Hurst up?" 
asked defence counsel. 

"Yes." answered the constable. 

"Do you know what associa- 
tion there is between Hurst and 
Sedore?" 

"No, we had tried to make 
raids twice previous to this occa- 
sion but were unsuccessful." 

Constables McCallum and Mor- 
ton told the same story as Con- 
stable Martindale about finding 
the liquor in the house. 

In all 44 quarts of ale were 
seized, counting what was found 
in the house and that in the car. 

Mr. Hurst stated that he is a 
widower with two children 
whom he looks after himself. He 
got the two cases of beer in that 
day. One was for himself and 
the other was for a friend who 
was to come for it. When the 
constable and Sedore came at 
night Hurst thought it was the 
man coming for his case so he 
gave it to them and took the 
money for it. 

"Do you remember Martindale 
asking you if you had any 

more?" asked the crown attor- 
ney. 

"No." 

"Do you remember Martindale 
telling you that he'd be back 
again?" 

"No," answered the accused. 

"I submit that this poor man 
was trapped as he had no inten- 
tion of selling the liquor that he 
had only bought for a friend." 
stated the defence counsel "My 
submission is that what this man 
did is very foolish but he has two 
small children depending on him 
and a person might reasonably 
cxpect that the man who ordered 
the liquor had come for it." 

On charges of consuming liquor 
Peter Hebor. Mount Dennis, and 
Alexander Maple. Toronto, were 
each fined $10 and costs of $8. 
The magistrate ordered that the 
liquor be confiscated. 

On a charge of consuming 
liquor in an illegal place, Mack 
Jones, Toronto, was fined $10 
and costs of SI5.50. or 15 days, 
and the liquor was ordered to 
be confiscated. He was fined an 
additional $10 and costs of 75 
cents, or ten days, for commit- 
ting damage in an Aurora res- 
taurant. 

Constable F. Dunham stated 
that Jones broke a soap container 
and damaged the wash basin in 
the restaurant. A liquor bottle 
had also been broken in the 
wash-room. In the car the con- 
stable found two full cases and 
four pint bottles of liquor. 

Jones stated that he was tak- „„, 
ifig the liquor to his cottage and eats. 
that he wasn't driving the car. 
Mr. Jones told the court that he 
hail settled the damages and ap- 
ologized to the owner of the 
restaurant. 

After considerable evidence 
had been given by Mrs. F. Hayes, 
of Hazclburn Farm, Yongc St., 
against her husband, charged 
with common assault, the magi- 
strate adjourned the case one 
week so that the doctor who ex- 
amined Mrs. Hayes could testify.

Children of Peace at Sharon was 
related to The Era by Amos 
Willson Dodds, a great-grandson 
of the famous David Willson, 
founder of this sect of Quakers. 
Mr. Dodds, whose home is in 
Winnipeg, began his apprentice- 
ship in printing with The Era, 
and is now visiting friends and 
relatives in Newmarket. 

Mr. Dodds* family tree is 
interesting. His father was Will- 
iam Dodds, whose father, John 
Dodds of Lloydtown, was born 
in Caledon, and whose mother, 
Naomi Webb, was a daughter of 
William Webb. William Webb 
was born in York county and 
was a son- of one of the pioneers, 
Isaac Webb. 

Mr. Dodds' mother was Cather- 
ine Willson of Sharon, a daugh- 
ter of Mary Hughes and Israel 
Willson. Mary Hughes was a 
daughter of Job Hughes of 
Sharon, probably born in Penn- 
sylvania. Israel Willson was a 
son of the famous David Willson. 

"David Willson broke with the 
Yonge St. Quakers," Mr. Dodds 
said. "The Doan and Hughes 
families went with him to Shar- 
on. I think the Grahams went 
too. A sect grew up around 
David Willson. 

"They built a meeting-house a 
little south of where Fry's store 
is now. They were all musically 
inclined, and they founded the 
Sharon band. I saw a picture 
yesterday at the Sharon temple 
of the band of 1865. Willson, 
Doan, Graham, Lundy and 
Hughes, I think, would cover all 
the names in the band. There 
were about 12 or 15 in the band. 

"They used to play for the 
church services in the meeting- 
house. That was very unortho- 
dox. 

"There was a June feast, the 
first Saturday in June, for 
thanksgiving for the seeding, and 
a September feast, the first Fri- 
day, when the temple was illu- 
minated with a candle in each 
window and on each of the 12 
pinnacles. There would be a 
service in the temple on Friday 
evening, and on Saturday morn- 
ing the band would lead a pro- 
cession to the temple for another 
service. 

"I think David Willson died in 
1865. I was born in 1869. After 
his death they continued the ser- 
vices by reading grandfathers 
sermons." 

Mr. Dodds explained that he 
had always heard his great- 
grandfather spoken of as "grand- 
father." j

The people who 
were keeping up the morning 
services put locks on the meet- 
ing-house and tried to prevent 
the afternoon services. 

"It ended in a lawsuit. The 
morning people won, and then 
interest in the meeting-house 
gradually died out. The people 
had two white elephants, on their 
hands, the temple and the mcct- 
ing-house. 

"There were Anglican and 
Methodist churches in Sharon in 
my boyhood days— they are still 
there— and the Davidites began 
to go to the other churches."

Any business is bound to find 
that a great many of its prob- 
lems arc concerned with the 
services rendered by the people 
whom it employs. But in a co- 
operative organization we not 
only require a staff that is effi- 
cient in discharging its duties; 
we require people who have a 
reasonable understanding of the 
co-operative idea and some 
appreciation of its possibilities 
beyond their immediate occupa- 
tion. 

Many successful co-operatives 
have regular staff meetings when 
their employees discuss means of 
improving the business as well 
as means of improving their own 
individual positions. It is the 
writer's present intention to 
push very hard for such meet- 
ings among the employees of the 
local co-operatives with which 
ho is connected. If these meet- 
ings are properly handled they 
can be proven very worth-while 
for both the interests of the 
organization which sponsors 
(hem and the interests of the 
individuals who participate. 

While in Ohio we spent three 
days in an old-time Methodist 
camp where were meeting n 
score of managers from a score of 
counties in that section of the 
state. By being welcome eaves- 
droppers at these meetings we 
learned more about the inside 
workings of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau than in any other way. 
For tho 20 managers and the 
five ficldmcn did not delude 
themselves with a round of 
bnckslapping and propagandist 
praise. In the confidential atmo- 
sphere of their own colleague* 
they tore the farm organization 
apart and rebuilt it again. 

Each manner reported his 
successes nnd failures and those 
of the head office. Then the 
meeting divided into three small 
groups for discussion. After a 
period under Ihb arrangement 
there was a reassembly when all 
the groups reported nnd held 
further discussion. Using this 
method a half-day was devoted 
to each of several Important 
aspects of local management. 

Scattered through tho tltreo 
days were periods of community 
singing ami various games. It 
was all something of a holiday. 
The managers hud not tho feel- 
ing of being taught something 
by experts. They received duo 
recognition for their own Ideas. 
They all became bettor integrated 
with the general movement. 
And they all went back better 
fitted to do their Jobs. 

Of course Ontario has not yet 
n simulant type o' county organ- 
ization. Out we have many 
co-operativea handling tho same 
commodities and facing similar 
problems. We might do much 
through regional conferences of 
the people who manago these 
locals. Tho practical value in 
encouragement and understand- 
ing for those attending would 
justify tho effort required to call 



them. And the influence on 
drawing together the scattered 
parts of the movement would be

Would Help Ontario Grain 
Growers, Elton Arm- 
strong Believes 

Warm praise of the action 
taken by Hon. P. M. Dewan, in 
supporting the plea of the Ont- 
ario farmer for equitable freight 
rates, was voiced this week by 
Elton Armstrong, president of 
the Aurora Agricultural Society. 

"The Ontario farmer has been 
the forgotten man of Canada so 
far as the railways and federal 
authorities are concerned in this 
issue," Mr. Dewan stated recent- 
ly. "He pays 21 cents for the 
freight service which the western 
farmers, American farmers and 
Argentine corn-growers get for 
13 cents, and in some cases using 
exactly the same railway facili- 
ties, as low as seven cents." 

In a letter written to Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King. Mr. 
Dewan pointed out that Ontario 

farmers should have a fixed 

price for wheat if the western 
farmers received it.

'The freight rate on flour 
should be reduced, even if they

Farmers last winter in many 
cases paid more for their feeds, 
which could have been obtained 

from flour by-products, than 

they had received for the wheat 
itself, he pointed out.

could graduate into the large 
room* we had to say from mem- 
ory all the books of the Bible, 
the Lord's Prayer, the Apostles 
Creed and the 23rd Psalm. This 
■was a stiff program for seven- 
year-olds, especially before a 
cornmitte of strange men, but we 

did it. 

The girls then went into the 
class of a charming widow, Mrs- 
Ambrose Cane. Her patience was 
untiring, and she wps as even- 
tempered as I remember her 
daughter, Francie, to have been. 

Next we were promoted to the 
class taught by Miss Ella Urqu- 
hart, (Mrs. John Brimson). We 
learned a great deal from this 
sweet and amiable teacher, at a 
time when we were just a bunch 
of squirming little girls. 

Under the superintendent, J. 
P. Belfry, a handsome white- 
haired man, we had "experience" 
meetings about once a month, 
after Sunday-schoo!. I recall the 
thrill and excitement of getting 
to one's feet to recite a Bible 

verse. 

When Sunday-school was dis- 
missed v/e passed out of the front 
doors in the basement, or went 
back to the library department, 
all in orderly lines, singing as 

we went "What a Friend We 
Have In Jesus." It meant so 
much and the singing was so 
hearty. Other favorite hymns 
were "How Sweet the Call of 
"Mercy," from Crossley and Hun- 
ter's book, "He is the Lily of the 
Valley," "There's a Stranger at 
the Door/' "Beulah Land," 
"Marching to Zion," and "Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul." 

That Sunday-school was full of 
adults as well as children. L. G. 
Jackson had a class of young 
men. When Mr. Belfry moved to 
Orillia, Mr. Jackson became 
Sunday-school superintendent. 
The Jackson family were a main- 
stay ol the Methodist church. 

Erastus Jackson, a venerable 
looking white-bearded gentle- 
man, loved to tease the children 
just a little bit. His wife was al- 
ways very well dressed in stiff 
filk, with long gold ear rings. 
His daughter, Clara (Mrs. Har- 
per) played the organ in church 
and Sunday-school, and another 
daughter, Eva, sang in the choir. 

L. G. Jackson was very popu- 
lar as superintendent, seeming to 
understand children so well. In 



ed to touch the organ on Sunday, 
except to sing hymns, because 
my dad did not have any ear 
for music and he was afraid sis- 
ter Sadie might be playing secu- 
lar tunes. 

The Christmas Entertainment 

Before passing on to the 
Christmas entertainment it might 
be well to mention some of the 
other men and women who help- 
ed build up the Methodist church 
and Sunday-school. At that time, 
Rev. L. W. Hill was the pastor, 
succeeded by Rev. Jos. Odery. 
The Cane family were very 
prominent in church work, W. 
Cane, Sr., and his son, Henry* 
wife and boys, Howard and 
Lawrence; David Lloyd, town 
clerk, with his wife and family; 
Chas. M. Hughes, wife and boys. 

Mrs. ' Hughes had a class of 
boys in the Sunday-school. The 
large Montgomery family, with 
plenty of boys, and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Robt. Brimson and 
Mrs. Brodie. Then also there 
was the Reesor family, the Phil- 
lips family, from Yonge St., and 
several families of Millards 
(John, Brooks, Robert) and the 
Roadhouse family. Among the 
young ladies were Maude and 
Bert Wallace, Annie Gartley, the 
Urquhart girls, the Manning 
girls, and many others. 

Mrs. Henry Cane, Mrs. C. M. 
Hughes and my mother were 
among the charter members of 
the W. C. T. U. in Newmarket. 
(Mother was afterward county 

president," W. C. T. U.) 

About Christmas time the ex- 
citement in Sunday-school was 
intense, because we were putting 
on the annual Christmas cantata. 
So many evenings and Saturday 
afternoons were given over to 
practising for the big event in 
the town hall. The cantata al- 
ways wound up with Santa Claus 
coming out of a big red brick 
chimney and distributing candy, 
and maybe an orange to each 

member. 

Lyman Jackson was the chief 
executive, and had his hands 
more than full, even with all the 
teachers assisting, and helpers 
such as Jack and Charlie Mont- 
gomery, Bolt. Hewitt, Edgar 
Bogart, etc. 

For me, the Christmas enter- 
tainment was the cause of a 
yearly struggle to get off my 
winter underwear and into a 
summer white dress "to speak 
my piece." As 1 was subject to 
colds we compromised usually by 
pinning up the underwear sleeves 
out of sight, and squeezing last 
summer's slippers on over heavy 
wool "cashmere" stockings, (we 
wore home knitted ones to 
school). But nothing could dim 
that night, performing to a 
packed house of admiring rela- 



nice weather, right after Sunday- 
school, he took his wife and! lives and long suffering friends,! 



and out of his despair Mr. Ree- 
sor took to the idea of an elec- 
tric light plant, which was very 
successful. The family moved 
to Lindsay where he operated a 
similar plant. 

In those days the Reesor boys 
had to go around the town every 
day, lower the street light to the 
centre of the road, by- a rope, 
then take out the burned pencil 
—like stick of carbon— and in- 
sert a new one. The old ones 
were in great demand to heat 
over a lamp and curl the bangs 
of the ladies with. 

When Cane's factory caught on 
fire it made your breath hard to 
get, it meant so much to so many 
men in Newmarket. Once, when 
the fire engine could not pump 
water fast enough, those present 
formed a bucket brigade and even 
my two sisters (Jule was alive 
then) and other girls helped till 
they were exhausted. 

Worse than all, was the un- 
solved murder of a merchant, 
Robt. Smith. My blood used to 
run cold to think of it at night. 
That evening we had the then 
famous reciter, Jessie Alexander, 
at the town hall. Robert was to 
join his wife and sister at the 
concert. He did not appear and 
when they went to hunt for him 
at his home adjoining the store 
they found him shot to death. 
He had been murdered while in 
the basement attending to the 
furnace. 

The Annual Excursion 

The annual Sunday-school 
excursion was the highlight of 
the summer. It was usually held 
at Lake Simcoe resorts, princi- 
pally Big Bay Point. Once it was 
held at Toronto Island, but the 
Newmarket merchants did not 
like that for it gave people a 
chance to shop in Toronto on a 
cheap fare. However, nearly 
every merchant closed his store 
and went on the picnic, it usually 
being a union affair of two or 
three churches. 

The night before the picnic we 
scholars all went to the Sunday- 
school room, were identified if 
necessary, and were handed a 
ticket, either free or at a very 
nominal- price. On my first visit 
back, I was tickled beyond all 
measure to have Mr. Jackson say 
"Why surely Katie is a member 
of this Sunday-school." 

How we watched the sky, but 
I never remember it to rain so 
hard we did not get started. 
After we once got away it did 
not matter. 

The special train was there on 
the siding very early, but it 
seemed an eternity before it pull- 
ed up to the depot. Then came 
the scramble trying to get loose 
from mother's hand to get on and 
"keep a seat" for my parents.

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Co-operation Is Improving 
Conditions For Fisher- 
Men 

By LEONARD HARMAN 

We are now staying for a night 
at a little village along the north- 
west coast of Cape Breton Island. 
There are 80 people visiting St. 
Francis Xavtcr University and 
taking a tour of the district 
where that institution has stamp- 
ed its indelible imprint. 

On the rugged coast are 
shabby, poverty-bound villages 
where the people fish out an ex- 
istence with the help of lobster 
and cod. In their spare time 
they grow a few potatoes among 
the rocks. Fish for which they 
receive as low as a cent a pound 
have been known to sell as high 
as 60 cents a pound in American 
cities. 

Of course this is an extreme 
spread. But there are many 
cases where the fishermen now 
receive four times as much by 
co-operative canning and market- 
ing as they did formerly by tak- 
ing what the dealers would give 
them. 

These fish are of great quality. 
Never have we tasted salmon 
which compared with that we 
had yesterday. They even put 
cream in their ice cream. (That 
is only where they can afford 

such a delicacy in the more 
prosperous form communities.) 
But there is more than salmon 
ami ice cream and scenic grand- 
eur. 

We stopped in front of the co- 
opcrative store at Mabou this 
morning. While there, I cornered 
a lad of 14 as he sat in his buggy. 
His name was Hughic Mocdon- 
neli, he informed me in an accent 
as broad as that of a Scotch 
immigrant. He said his people 
had been living on Cape Breton 
for over 150 years. A few of the 
youngsters cannot speak Gaelic; 
but a few of the oldsters cannot 
speak English. It is as if they 
were still in the Hebrides. In- 
cidentally, tho village is entirely 
Roman Catholic. 

To the naming of Macdonalds 
there is no end in these parts. 
In the town of Anligonish there

are nearly 200 of them on the 
voters' list. I had a great chat 
with a shoemaker who happens 
to be a cousin of the great Pro- 
fessor A. B. Macdonatd. With 
liberal profanity he praised A. 

For pro- 
fanity and smuggled liquor arc 
common here. 

Some of the little farms just 
have one horse or one ox. 1 
asked an agricultural represent- 
ative about the breeding of the 
cattle. He didn't seem to think 
that they had much breeding. 
But one does see such unique 
individuals as a Jersey with 
Hereford head and Ayrshire 
horns. There are, however, some 
good herds in the better farming 
areas. 

Just at present we are receiv- 
ing a lesson on Credit Unions in 
the French language. The young 
lady has been over to the States 
and seems to know her way 
about. She also speaks English 
very well indeed.
